Residents protest at town council meeting

PARENTS are outraged over 
plans for a private residen¬ 
tial children’s home in their 
Haverhill street. 

Spartan Close residents 
expressed shock at Tuesday 
night’s town council meet¬ 
ing that the plans were even 
being discussed. 

Shalamar Children Lim¬ 
ited runs one other care 
home in Essex that was rat¬ 
ed inadequate by Ofsted in 
July 2016.

Issues included a child 
starting a fire in his bed¬ 
room, one arrest of a child 
for assault in the home, the 
house being left in a poor 
condition as well as instanc¬ 
es of understaffing, a lack of 
experienced staff and a high 
staff turnover, all of which 
were raised by residents at 
the meeting. 

Shalamar says its home 
would provide care for only 
one or two children who 


could not be housed with 
other children. 

In its planning statement 
Shalamar said this was be¬ 
cause the children have 
generally suffered trauma 
and cannot cope living with 
other children. 

Nine out of the 12 houses 
on the street have children 
and parents were worried 
that the young people at 
the residential home and 
their visitors would present 
a danger.

Drugs op at jail 
ends with arrest 



A MAN has been arrested 
following a police operation 
targeting the alleged smug¬ 
gling of illicit items into 
Highpoint Prison. 

Suffolk police worked 
alongside the Eastern Region 
Special Operations Unit (ER- 
SOU), HMP Highpoint and 
the Special Constabulary in a 
joint operation at the prison, 
in Stradishall, on January 20. 

A suspected psychoactive 
substance and some canna¬ 
bis were seized after a search 
with a specialist drugs sniffer 
dog. 

Suffolk police say a 
37-year-old man, from Wem¬ 
bley, London, was arrested 
on suspicion of conveying 
prohibited items into prison. 

He was questioned at Bury 
St Edmunds Police Investi¬ 
gation Centre and bailed un¬ 
til March 10 pending further 
enquiries. 

Another 22-year-old man 
from east London was also 
interviewed by officers and

has been reported for con¬ 
sideration of possession of 
cannabis. 

Two further people have 
been banned from entering 
the prison following the op¬ 
eration. 

Inspector Danny Cooper, 
local policing commander 
for Haverhill, said: “This was 
a great piece of joint work¬ 
ing between our officers, 
ERSOU and prison staff and 
I want to make a particular 
mention to the role played 
by the volunteers from the 
Special Constabulary. They 
are a dedicated team who 
have had specialist search 
training and regularly give- 
up their own time to assist us 
with numerous warrants and 
operations. 

“We will continue to con¬ 
duct random visitor checks 
at the prison and hope that 


these will act as a warning 
to those thinking of trying to 
bring illegal items in that it 
will not be tolerated.” 

Garry Newnes, head of 
security and intelligence 
at HMP Highpoint, added: 
“The smuggling of illicit 
items into the establishment 
poses a significant risk to the 
safety of those in our care 
and we will take every rea¬ 
sonable step to prevent this 
from happening. 

“Visits are provided to 
maintain positive family 
contact and aid rehabilita¬ 
tion and should not be used 
as a conduit for illegal activ¬ 
ity. We will continue to work 
with our colleagues from 
Suffolk police to deal robust¬ 
ly with anyone attempting 
to traffic into the establish¬ 
ment.”

Church rector 
denies fraud 


A HAVERHILL clergyman 
blamed chaotic record 
keeping and incompetence 
when challenged about 
£12,000 of missing money 
from his church, Ipswich 
crown court has been told. 

Ian Linn, who worked as 
parish rector at St Mary The 
Virgin Church in Haverhill 
told the Diocesan Board of 
Linance that he had failed 
to pay enough attention to 
financial matters. 

In addition to his Haver¬ 
hill parish, Linn is also 
Rural Dean of Clare and 
an honorary dean at St Ed- 
mundsbury Cathedral. 

Linn, 55, of Hopton Rise, 
Haverhill, is on trial at Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court where 
he has pleaded not guilty 
to an offence of fraud by 
abuse of position between 
fune 2007 and March 2014. 

It is alleged that Linn 
gained £12,707, prosecutor 
Charles Myatt told the jury 
on Tuesday. 

The court was told that 
initial concerns had been 
raised by the parish treas-

urer about Linn’s record 
keeping in fanuary 2014 
which resulted in Linn be¬ 
ing invited to an informal 
meeting with Archdeacon 
David fenkins a month 
later. 

During the meeting, Linn 
was asked if he wished to 
say anything and told Arch¬ 
deacon fenkins that he did 
not know and would need 
to return home to check. 

Mr Myatt said the next 
day Linn produced a two- 
page document in which he 
had listed what he claimed 
were errors he had made 
during the previous seven 
years and which amount¬ 
ed, by Linn’s reckoning, to 
involve about £18,000. 

The jury heard that Linn’s 
duties at St Mary The Virgin 
Church had included re¬ 
sponsibility to collect fees 
for wedding, funeral and 
cremation services and 


for reading out wedding 
banns. 

That money should have 
been paid to the Dioc¬ 
esan Board of Linance, the 
church organist and the 
Parochial Church Council, 
said Mr Myatt. 

When questioned by 
Suffolk police, Linn had 
claimed that the missing 
church fees were a matter 
of incompetence on his 
part rather than dishon¬ 
esty. 

Linn told detectives that 
he had made simple ac¬ 
counting mistakes and 
blamed the situation on 
“chaotic record keeping 
and poor and inadequate 
accounting skills”. 

The trial which is expect¬ 
ed to conclude next week 
continues.

Flats plan for 
derelict pub 
is approved 

PLANS to turn the derelict Vixen 
ub into flats have been passed 
y Haverhill Town Council. 

The current plans will see 
the pub in Strasbourg Square 
changed into 18 flats and two 
retail or office spaces. 

The decision was made on 
Tuesday night at a meeting 
of the town council planning 
committee. 

Some concern was raised by 
the public health and housing 
department that six of the flats 
are too small. 

It was also announced that 
the applicants, Radford Interiors, 
have decided that the two 
commercial units will not be the 
same as any other shop currently 
on the Clements estate. 

Cllr Jason Crooks said: "Putting 
two shops in will really make the 
square absolutely great." 

There were worries that other 
shops and the community centre 
might lose out on parking but 
at the meeting on Tuesday, Cllr 
John Burns said the number of 
car parking spaces would actually 
be doubled if the plans are 
approved by Bury St Edmunds 
Borough Council. 

The plans were passed by a 
unanimous vote by planning 
committee members.

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CHILD safety concerns are growing 
after a decision to more than dou¬ 
ble the number of wild boar being 
kept at a farm. 

Residents surrounding the farm 
at Pitt Wood on the Suffolk/Essex 
border near Haverhill are worried 
the animals may put children and 
family pets at risk. 

Braintree District Council ap¬ 
proved an application from owner 
James Bolton for an additional 131 
wild boar at a meeting of the licens¬ 
ing committee. 

Wild boar are classed as danger¬ 
ous animals under the Danger¬ 
ous Wild Animal Act so must be 
licensed. 

A residents’ action group criti¬ 
cised the council’s decision and ac¬ 
cused it of ignoring local concerns. 

They said: “These wild boar pose 
a serious risk in particular to small 
children and dogs. 

“Wild boar are territorial ani¬ 
mals. Other than the keeper feed¬ 
ing them, they will attack anything 


entering their territory. Children 
climbing over the boar fencing are 
in danger. 

“If they escaped, how long would 
it take them to run into Sturmer or 
Haverhill?’’ 

The farm already has 55 boar on 
site which are reared for commer¬ 


cial meat supply to restaurants. 

However, a vet was previously 
sent by the council to examine se¬ 
curity at the site and reported they 
had no concerns about the addi¬ 
tional boar and recommended the 
licence be approved. 

Other concerns raised included 


disease, rat infestations, noise and 
the proximity to walking and cy¬ 
cling routes. 

The animals can also not be sent 
to slaughter houses so have to be 
shot on site. 

Mr Bolton was unavailable for 
comment.

Job centre set 
for new home

HAVERHILL Job Centre is 
set to move as a result of a 
new government restructur¬ 
ing. 

The current High Street 
centre is one of 50 job cen¬ 
tres across the UK that will 
move into local council- 
owned buildings. 

A spokesperson for the 
Department of Work and 
Pensions said: “The reloca¬ 
tion to local government 
premises will provide a full 
service under one roof. 

“It’s easier for claimants, 
everything they need will be 
there.” 

The new job centre will be 


located at Haverhill House, 
Lower Downs Slade, less 
than half a mile away from 
the current offices. 

No redundancies are 
planned for the nine staff. 

Haverhill’s MP Matthew 
Hancock said: “This re¬ 
location of the Haverhill 
Job Centre to the new site, 
which is less than a mile 
from its current location, is a 
very sensible decision in the 
DWP’s plan to deliver value 
for money and improved 
services. 

“It is also very good news 
that there will be no planned 
redundancies as part of the 
move.” 

One-day-a-week charity 
REACH also works in the job 
centre as part of its poverty 


alleviation programme. 

It is not yet clear whether 
there will be space at the 
new centre for that partner¬ 
ship to continue. 

The job centre move isn’t 
likely to happen until the 
beginning of 2018. 

Most of the DWP’s offices 
are on a 20-year contract 
with property firm Teler- 
eal Trillium which expires in 
March 2018, leading to the 
move. 

Another 78 smaller job 
centres across the country 
will merge offices and staff 
as part of the move.

Cllr Jason Crooks pro¬ 
posed an extension in the 
consultation period instead 
of voting for an objection 
but those residents who 
went to the meeting said no 
consultation was needed. 

Barry Pinch, who lives on 
the street, said: “The com¬ 


pany is not capable of look¬ 
ing after one home let alone 
two.” 

Residents also said that 
the consultation process 
was inadequate. 

Only three properties, the 
one’s adjoining 6 Spartan 
Close were told personally 
and according to residents 
only one notice was placed 
on a lamppost, two days be¬ 


fore the meeting was due to 
take place. 

Other concerns included 
parking and access, espe¬ 
cially for emergency servic¬ 
es given the history of the 
other home in Essex. 

The town council ob¬ 
jected to the proposal and 
a decision will be made by 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council at a later date.

Mental health 
affects young 

CHILDHOOD should be a 
special time, packed full of happy 
memories. But for too many 
youngsters it is a struggle, as they 
battle with emotional and mental 
health illnesses, and do not get the 
support they so desperately need. 

Barnardo's is extremely 
concerned about the scale of the 
problem in the UK. Three children 
in every classroom are suffering 
from a diagnosable mental health 
problem. This can lead to young 
people being disruptive, difficult,

Commuters might get 
new park and ride site

A NEW park and ride site is under 
consideration to help commuters 
from Haverhill and Linton gain eas¬ 
ier access to Cambridge. 

A new site to the south of the 
city is on the cards, with council¬ 
lors now looking to negotiate with 
Stagecoach to ensure buses can 
serve the area. 

Cllr Ian Bates, who chairs Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council’s en¬ 
vironment and economy commit¬ 
tee, said: “We have an issue that we 
need more park and ride sites. A lot 
of people come in from Haverhill 
and Linton, some of them come to 
work at Addenbrooke’s. It needs to 
be easier for them to get around. 

“We have not isolated a site for the 
park and ride yet, but lots of people 
have said it would be a good thing.” 

The news comes as it is revealed 
Cambridgeshire County Council is 
looking to scrap the £1 park and ride 
charge that appears to be putting 
many off using the service. The in¬ 
tention is for money raised from an 
incoming workplace parking levy in 


the city to be used to subsidise the 
charge and contribute towards re¬ 
ducing bus fares. 

Cllr Bates said he would be 
spending the coming year speaking 
to the bus company Stagecoach to 


see whether they would be able to 
provide the buses to service a new 
park and ride. 

“People from Haverhill or other 
towns and villages won’t have to pay 
to park, and bus fares will be cheap-

er,” said Cllr Bates. “I can’t promise 
all this will happen straight away, 
but I am committed to working on 
it this year. 

“Is it right for people from Haver¬ 
hill to be able to come in to Cam¬ 
bridge? The answer is yes. It will be 
the right thing for people in the city 
and further away.” 

Paul Donno, chairman of Haver¬ 
hill Chamber of Commerce, wel¬ 
comed the park and ride plan for 
easing congestion into Cambridge 
but raised concerns about the im¬ 
pact ontheA1307. 

He said: “This reinforces the need 
for the A1307 to be improved. More 
and more workers will be going into 
the city, so that increases the traffic 
[on A1307]. The road is currently 
not fit for purpose.” 

Mr Donno also said there were 
plenty of opportunities for busi¬ 
nesses to invest in Haverhill, such as 
the research park, which would save 
the need for commuting.

TWO workers at Haverhill B&Q have just 
returned from Tanzania where they took 
part in a trek up Mount Kilimanjaro to raise 
money for a zoological society.

Once back on flat ground Dave was shown 
around all the local villages and while he is 
disappointed about not making it to the top 
he said the experience was still life chang¬ 
ing. 

He said: “It was massively inspirational. 
For me it was something of a catalyst, It 
opened my eyes about wanting to see more 
of the world. 

“I was fit but not as fit as I wanted to be.” 

Dave hopes that he can continue to fun¬ 
draise for the charity and along with other 
members of the group is considering new 
challenges, including cycling in Vietnam. 

As for Kilimanjaro, Dave says he would 
love to go back and finish the climb. 

He said: “It’s become a bucket list-type 
thing now. I want to go back and finish it.” 

As well as raising £23,000 the group also 
donated some of their kit to the sherpas 
who helped them get to the top.

Trainspotting sequel finds Renton and co struggling to adapt to middle age 


T HERE'S a tremendous trepida¬ 
tion in returning to the 
Edinburgh underworld of 
Trainspotting 20 years after the 
intoxicating original.

Having allowed the material to seethe 
and stew, director Danny Boyle cooks up 
another tremendous cocktail of 
drug-taking, violence and prostitution.

It drowns in large shots of nostalgia, 
regret and wasted lives.

As cautionary tales go, this fails to hit the high 
notes, though the gentle laughs and gooey 
sentiment come together in sweet harmony. 

Koala bear entrepreneur Buster Moon (voiced by 
Matthew McConaughey) inherited a theatre from 
his father, but the business is on the verge of going 
under. In order to woo audiences, Buster organises 
a singing competition with a $1,000 prize. 

Unfortunately, Buster’s elderly iguana assistant 
Ms Crawly (Garth Jennings), accidentally adds two 
more zeroes to the prize on promotional posters, 
prompting housewife Rosita (Reese Witherspoon); 
crooning mouse Mike (Seth MacFarlane); insecure 
elephant Meena (Tori Kelly) and teenage gorilla 
Johnny (Taron Egerton) among others to dream of 
overcoming their weaknesses to triumph on stage.

I AM not really one for protesting. I 
complain and moan quite bitterly 
after the event, but at the time, I 
keep my mouth shut, like the 
good Brit I am. 

That is not strictly true. Recently I 
complained about a poached egg in a 
restaurant.

It looked as if the chef had 
broken the egg straight onto the plate 
without going to the trouble of 
putting it in some simmering water 
first. 

The point is that even I have my 
limit, a red border of tolerance 
beyond which I cannot be pushed 
meekly. An ineptly poached egg is 
where I draw the line - that, and 
Donald Trump as the leader of the 
free world. 

Which is how I found myself, 
entirely out of character, in the 
middle of one of the women's rallies 
around the world protesting the 
election of Donald Trump as 



President of the United States of 
America. 

At this juncture, I wish to clarify 
that I am not a woman, but I know a 
number of women and wished to 
support them. 

I also know there are some readers 
who are saying: “Oh, for the love of 
Pete, get a grip, you bumbling idiot. 
So a democratic vote didn't go your 
way. You lost, get over it, you 
Remoaner." 

And I have some sympathy with 
that point, specifically the bit where 
they called me a 
bumbling idiot, which 
is cruel, but not 
something I could 
fight in court. 

But 

arguments are 
not settled with 
a vote, not even 
referendums. 

For example, 
we had a 
referendum in 
1975 on 
whether we 
should stay in 


the Common Market. An over¬ 
whelming majority said yes. However 
it did not stop opponents of being in 
the EEC/EU from banging on about it 
for 40 years until Easy Life Cameron 
decided to give us another 
referendum. 

Opposition to a vote does not end 
after the vote is cast. If we had a vote 
tomorrow on whether we should all 
put our hands in the fire - and I

Which takes me back to the rally. I 
am not a rally person. If I wanted to 
stand still in a crowd for an hour 
while somebody gives instructions 
over a megaphone, I would go on the 
London Underground at rush hour. 

I am told that by rally standards it 
was a very well attended event. 
Obviously it was in no way as well 
attended as the rally supporting 
Jeremy Corbyn on the same spot a 
few months before, but that 
is because women's rights 
are not as important. 

But it felt good to be there, 
among people with many of 
whom I would disagree on 
several subjects, but on this 
speaking with one voice. All 
of us were saying that 
Donald Trump is a bad 
choice for President.

He may well be the only leader in 
recent history who could be 
dislodged by rallies. 

While I was just one person in a 
crowd, the fact remains I was in a 
crowd. And he can ignore one leaf on 
his driveway, but he can't ignore a 
tonne of leaves. 

Though obviously he can protest 
about it.

THERE’S plenty of new metal set to arrive in 2017, so Jack Evans, James 
Fossdyke and Simon Davis of PA have taken a look at the six models 
they're most looking forward to...

A FTER 2016 served up a 

veritable feast of stellar new 
cars, from the Ford Focus RS to 
the staggering Audi R8, 2017 has a 
tough act to follow. 

With a plethora of new metal in the 
pipeline, though, 2017 seems likely to 
be every bit as good as the 12 months 
preceding it. 

So to help you along, we've 
shortlisted six of the cars we expect to 
be stars of 201 7. 

Mazda MX-5 RF 

The fourth-generation Mazda MX-5 
went down a storm when it was 
released back in 2015, offering sporty 
driving dynamics and a naturally 
aspirated haven for automotive 
urists. New for 2017, the folding 
ard-top RF version looks set to be 
just as appealing. 

It may well be heavier than its 
soft-top counterpart, but its look- 
at-me roof and Ferrari-esque flying 
buttresses make it a stunning thing 
to behold. It's bound to turn heads 
when it arrives in the spring, and it 
might be a stronger all-rounder than 
its rag-top sibling. 

Honda Civic Type R 

Hot on the heels of the new Civic will 
be the new Type R. If the way the 
latest version flew out of showrooms 
is anything to go by, Honda may 
well be struggling to keep up with 
demand. 

Outlandish wheel arches, an 
enormous spoiler and a deep diffuser 
are all almost certain to feature, 


along with a free-rewing 2.0-litre 
turbocharged engine and some body- 
hugging bucket seats, all of which 
should keep the youths of Essex very 
happy. 

Mercedes-Benz E-Class Coupe 

Mercedes seems to be on a bit of 
a roll with its luxury coupes. We've 
already seen the S-Class and C-Class 
Coupes triumph as comfortable, 
good-looking yet fun-to-drive cars, 
and the E-Class ought to continue on 
this theme. 

The outgoing E-Class Coupe was a 
smartly designed beast, and the new 
one is set to be just as pretty. Add 
into the mix that the new Coupe will 
benefit from the standard E-Class' 
interior, and you might just have a 
package that's tricky to beat. It's one 
to watch. 


Land Rover Discovery 5 

It's a big deal when a new Discovery 
comes along. The previous-generation 
car came out in 2009, and since 
then it's gone on to be an immensely 
popular car for Land Rover. 

The new one aims to offer better 
levels of technology - but it needs 
to retain that classic Land Rover go- 
anywhere spirit if it's going to hold on 
to traditional customers. 

The styling definitely takes cues 
from the popular Discovery Sport, but 
it needs to be a good car in its own 
right if it's going to succeed. 

Ford Fiesta 

As the bestselling car in the UK, a new 
version of the Ford Fiesta is always 
going to be an incredibly important 
car. The new Fiesta will hit our roads 
in time for the September plate 


change, and is expected to sell like 
hot cakes. 

Ford has given the latest Fiesta a 
rather more grown-up appearance 
- while it is still a handsome car, we 
can't help but think it's lost some of 
the funky charm that was so abundant 
with the outgoing model. 

Word on the street is we will also 
be treated to a new go-faster ST 
version of the Fiesta at some point. 

If it's anything like the current one, 
that is going to be a cracking little car. 
Watch this space. 

Alfa Romeo Stelvio QV 

The Stelvio will be Alfa Romeo's 
first-ever attempt at an SUV, and what 
better way to barge your way into an 
incredibly competitive market than 
with an SUV that is powered by a 
Ferrari-derived V6? 

The flagship Stelvio Quadrifoglio 
promises to be something of a 
monster - especially if the numbers 
are anything to go by: 503bhp, 0-60 
in 3.7 seconds and a top speed of 
1 77mph sounds nothing short of 
electric. 

Of course, the Stelvio will also 
be available in slightly more sober 
configurations. 

A 276bhp, 2.0-litre turbocharged 
petrol variant is in the works, and a 
diesel is also highly likely to be on the 
cards.

NEWLY released documents show 
that Margaret Thatcher secretly 
tested the Rover 800 before it was 
launched in 1986. 

The files, which were published 
by the Margaret Thatcher 
Foundation, reveal the then- 
Prime Minister was secretly sent 
a demonstrator of the flagship 
saloon to prepare for a photoshoot 
outside Downing Street. 

A note from Mark Addison, 
Thatcher's private secretary, 
reminded the Prime Minister that 
the vehicle would be towed to 
Chequers, the premier's country 
retreat, before she spent half an 
hour familiarising herself with the 
vehicle. 

Less than two weeks later, 
Thatcher drove the car along 
Downing Street. 

The PM's aides were also keen 
that Rover should provide a blue 
car as that matched the colours of 
the Conservative party.

Sport SVR reaches 
Porsche-like speeds 

WITH a 550bhp V8 engine under 
the bonnet the high performance 
Range Rover Sport SVR is already 
known for packing a punch. 

The £95,900 model is the 
fastest Land Rover in production 
and despite weighing some 2.3 
tonnes can accelerate 0 to 62mph 
in a Porsche-like 4.5 seconds. 

But to prove a point, Land 
Rover has just put the SVR to the 
sprint test off road. 

Sitting on standard Michelin 
275/45 R21 All Season tyres and 
with an expert Jaguar Land Rover 
test driver at the wheel, the car 
was put through its paces. 

The astonishing results showed 
the SVR was capable of 0 to 62 on 
gravel in 5.3 seconds, 5.5 seconds 
over grass and sand, 6.5 seconds 
on rocks, and even on a snow and 
ice field in Sweden it managed to 
complete the run in 11.3 seconds. 


T HATCHAM Research, the 
independent automotive 
research centre, and voice of 
Euro-NCAP in the UK, says that the 
Ford Mustang bucks the positive 
trend towards safer cars by not 
offering similar levels of safety in 
the UK as in the United States, and 
advises that there are safer choices 
as a result of the two-star Euro- 
NCAP rating it received today. 

"We have not given a two star 
Euro-NCAP rating to any of the 
top 10 car brands since 2008," 
comments Matthew Avery, 
director of research at Thatcham 
Research. "This really bucks the 
trend. Car buyers are increasingly 
benefitting from improved safety 
functionality and features, and 
this applies equally to cars in the 
sports roadster category as to family 
cars. We have concerns about the 
Ford Mustang's crash protection 
of adults and children which also 
makes it unsuitable for having rear 
passengers. On top this, it does not 
have basic life-saving technology 
like Autonomous Emergency Braking 
(AEB) that is available even on 
the Ford Fiesta, and the recently 


launched Ford Edge. 

"What really concerns me," 
continues Avery, "is that Ford has 
made a deliberate choice. The car 
has been designed to score well 
in less wide-ranging US consumer 
safety tests and only minor updates 
have been made to meet required 
European (pedestrian) safety 
regulations. This has resulted in poor 
adult and child protection scores 
and the high-tech radar collision 
warning system that is available to 
US consumers, not being available 
here in the UK. The two star Euro- 
NCAP rating is the consequence." 

In the frontal offset test, the 


airbags of both the driver and 
passenger inflated insufficiently to 
properly restrain the occupants. 

In the full-width frontal test, a lack 
of rear seatbelt pre-tensioners and 
load-limiters meant that the rear 
passenger slid under the seatbelt, 
implying higher risk at abdominal 
injuries in real life accidents. In 
the side impact crash, the head 
of the 10-year dummy contacted 
the interior trim bottoming out the 
curtain airbag. 

Ford say that a face-lifted Mustang 
will be available later this year with 
Pre-Collision Assist and Lane Keep 
Assist as standard.
